Coyote attack on 
dog sparks fear 
in Riverbend 


‘Territorial attack.’ 

Pet owners need to be 
conscious of predators: 
Fish and Wildlife officer

What started as a quick Tuesday 
night walk with the family dog 
turned gruesome, as a pack of 
coyotes attacked the animal, ac¬ 
cording to the animal’s owner 
Renet Farthing. 

The attack happened short¬ 
ly after 11:30 p.m., when Far¬ 
thing’s husband took four-year- 
old Portia for a walk. A pack of 
five to six coyotes surrounded 
the pair, not showing any fear 
for Farthing’s husband, she 
explained. 

While Farthing was able to 


scare the pack off, she said she’s 
now afraid of what could hap¬ 
pen next, especially for her two 
children. 

“They’re here all the time,” 
said Farthing about the coyotes. 
“They prance around like they 
own the place.” 

Farthing said she’s noticed 
the number of coyotes increase 
substantially since moving into 
the southside neighbourhood 
eight years ago. 

“I’m too scared to take my 
dog out for a walk by myseif 
now,” she said. 

Fish and Wildlife Insp. Neil 
Brad called the incident a typ¬ 
ical territorial attack, involving 
urban coyotes. 

“The resilience of the coyote 
and its ability to adapt to living 
amongst humans, the food, the 
pets — it’s just remarkable if 
anything,” said Brad, noting 
the animals have developed 
different types of behaviour

from living in an urban centre, 
including being less fearful of 
humans. 

Pet owners need to be con¬ 
scious of the area where they 
live and take their animals, 
Brad added. 

“All responsible citizens 
who live near these green 
spaces need to be aware of this 
behaviour and to take the ne- 
cessaiy precautions,” said Brad.

With one of the lowest va¬ 
cancy rates in the province, 
finding a place to rent in 
Edmonton has become in¬ 
creasingly more challen¬ 
ging — especially if you’re 


a pet owner. 

Since January, 15.6 per 
cent of all pets surrendered 
to Edmonton’s Human Soci¬ 
ety were given up because 
of issues with landlords 
or because the owner was 
moving — that’s 267 pets 
out of 1,717. 

For pet owners like Diana 
Sully, giving up her cat Lady 
to find an apartment in the 
city when she moved from 
Ontario three years ago was 
out of the question. 

“I was ever so shocked to 
find out most apartments 
would not rent to me be¬ 
cause I have a cat,” said 
Sully, who eventually found 


a three-story walk up that 
accepted her and her pet. 

Sully said while search¬ 
ing she did speak with land¬ 
lords that would rent to 
her, but she wasn’t able to 
afford the cost. 

“There are some apart¬ 
ment buildings that do al¬ 
low pets but the rent is 
astronomical,” Sully said. 
“They’re making it very dif¬ 
ficult for a lot of people.” 

President of Edmonton 
Apartment Association Bill 
Begley said it’s less about 
landlords not wanting pets 
in the units, but not want¬ 
ing bad pet owners. 

“People want to get the 


best possible tenant and all 
too often the best possible 
tenant is one that doesn’t 
have a pet,” said Begley. 

Begley said stories of 
owners leaving pets on the 
balcony for a long period of 
time or locking them in a 
room for the day are some 
of the reasons why less than 
half the properties he man¬ 
ages allow pets. 

“It’s not so much the pet, 
it’s the owner,” he said. 

With a vacancy rate as 
low as 1.4 per cent, Begley 
noted it’s not just pet 
owners who are having a 
hard time finding a place to 
rent.

Landlords

While renters may have 
trouble finding a landlord 
that welcomes their pets, 
Animal Protection Officer 
Grey said they are instru¬ 
mental when dealing with 
abandoned animals. 

“We get complaints 
from landlords if they skip 
out on rent, like a midnight 
move, and took eveiything 
but animals,” said Grey, 
who asked her first name 
not be published. 

“They’re technically 
the owners and they’re 
responsible for the property 
and the property within 
the property, so they’re 
responsible for eveiything,” 
Grey said. 

In June, APO officers cre¬ 
ated 34 files for abandoned 
animals. 

While the officers have 
the authority to take the 
animals abandoned in an 
rental unit, they must tiy 
there best to locate the 
owner and wait 24 hours. 

“That’s one thing that’s 
really difficult for us ‘cause 
we want to go in there and 
remove them ourselves to 
bring them back to the shel¬ 
ter, but legally we can’t,” 
she said. 

Earlier this month, EHS 
closed its doors to all cats 
and owner-surrendered 
dogs due to the space 
crunch. 

Since Januaiy 12, cats 
and two dogs have been 
surrendered to EHS because 
the owner became home¬ 
less. 

An additional 24 cats 
and eight dogs were surren¬ 
dered because the owner 
was moving into a care 
facility, metro

Patrolling city streets 
doesn’t only mean officers in 
vehicles. 

Bicycles have provided 
a way to get an intimate ac¬ 
count of what’s happening 
street level, which is why the 
Edmonton Police Service has 
most of their divisions using 
bikes. 

The southwest, Stony 
Plain and West Edmonton 
Mall stations are some of the 
units in the city, in addition 
to the downtown location, 
that use bikes to patrol city 
streets, according to Sgt. 
Tony Parrotta. 

“The best way to work a 
beat is walk a beat, but an¬ 
other way is to use the bikes,” 
he said. 

Officers also rely on bi¬ 
cycles when in special situa¬ 
tions like large city events. 

According to Parrotta, 
Edmonton Police Service’s 
Public Order unit has a bike 
contingent that allows them 
to patrol difficult situations

like riots while riding on two 
wheels. 

“There might be specialty 
training, but the principles 
are the same. They have to 
have bike gear. It’s just used 
in different tactic,” he said. 

But police are using more 
than just bikes on city streets. 

Officers in Old Strathcona 


have turned to Segways as a 
way to patrol areas like Why¬ 
te Avenue, something that 
has proven successful for the 
police force. 

More than 40 officers in 
five divisions have already 
been trained, at a cost of 
about $100, to use the Seg¬ 
ways, with EPS officials plan¬ 


ning to train more officers 
in the machines, which cost 
veiy little to operate. 

“I’ve yet to have a police 
car beat me to a call,” said 
Sgt. Maurice Brodeur, who is 
part of the Whyte Avenue po¬ 
lice beat and spoke at a police 
commission meeting earlier 
this year. 


A healthy alternative 


Edmonton police use bikes, 
but what about other cities? 


Using bicycles as a way to 
patrol city streets is not 
unique to Edmonton’s 
police force. 

Police detachments 
across the country have offi¬ 
cers night and day, summer 
and winter riding on two 
wheels as a way to protect 
and serve. 

In Toronto, police offi¬ 
cers use a range of equip¬ 
ment to serve civilians but 
spolcespeople say bikes help 
their Community Response 
Unit officers interact with 
their areas. 

“It not only goes to the 
health and fitness of the of¬ 
ficers but it also goes to how 
much more accessible we 
can be to the community,” 
said Const. Victor Kwong, 
spokesperson with Toronto 
Police Service. 


Many Canadian police 
departments have a 
mountain bike unit as part 
of their regular patrols, 
including in Calgaiy, where 
there’s year-round access to 
bikes for officers to use. 

“Within the city, many 
of our districts have ... full¬ 
time or part-time teams, 
depending on the commun¬ 
ity. It’s silent, but we’re also 
really approachable. It’s a 
really effective way to pa¬ 
trol communities whether 
it’s downtown or not,” said 
Sgt. Katrina O’Reilly with 
Calgaiy Police Service. 

Other police services, in 
addition to Calgaiy, such as 
the Saskatoon police, use 
their bikes in the winter to 
help patrol the downtown 
core.

ABOUT TECH

On the western heel of Sweden 
rests the port city Malmo, 
sometimes called “The City of 
the Future.” 

Are there Futurama flying 
cars? No. Fantastical skyscrap¬ 
ers? Just one, awkwardly tow¬ 
ering above mid-rise residences. 

Rather, Vastra Hamnen — 
which was cited in the Blatch- 
ford redevelopment’s original 
master plan — earned the mon¬ 
iker for how it functions. 

A pneumatic garbage sys¬ 
tem sucks waste to a central 
location. Solar panels supply a 
fifth of the power. Geothermal 
energy does the rest. 

Yet it was the village-like 
atmosphere that impressed me 
most. Backpack-toting teens 


strode through the centre of 
narrow, winding roads as if 
walking to their lockers. Chil¬ 
dren sprinted around a space- 
themed playground as parents 
sat on boulders, chatting. 

Though several new Edmon¬ 
ton communities use the word 
“village” to market to families, 
this actually felt like one. 

It’s all in the design, ex¬ 
plains municipal architect Ker- 
stin Torselce Hulther. While the 
main roads have segregated 
paths for vehicles, cyclists and 
pedestrians, several local roads 
don’t, allowing for optimal 
street life. Additional street fur¬ 
niture calms traffic. 

But you can’t have carbon 
neutrality if eveiyone’s still 
driving to their homes. Malmo 
ensures the buses run like 
clockwork, with digital screens 
at each stop taking the guess¬ 
work out of arrival times. 


Planners worked with de¬ 
velopers to implement car 
shares and reduced manda- 
toiy parking. Developers also 
reserved up to half of their 
ground-level space for restau¬ 
rants and offices. 

One can hope that Blatch- 
ford’s future developers will 
recognize such measures are 
more important to building a 
sustainable district than its her¬ 
alded technology. 

“The streets and parks de¬ 
partment had a high ambition 
to make people... an outside liv¬ 
ing room,” says traffic planner 
Magnus Fahl. 

In that sense, the city of the 
future looks more like the city 
of the past.

Construction of Alley of Light 
pocket park set to begin 


A downtown park in the 
works for several years is 
finally seeing the light of day, 
with early construction ex¬ 
pected to start next week. 

Considered an underused 
space in the downtown core, 
the Alley of Light project fo¬ 
cuses on reviving the area 
from Enterprise Square on 
103 Street west to Beaver 
Hills Park on 105 Street. 

“We’ve been anxious to 
have this initial work done to 
get it into shape so it would 
be much better use,” said Mi¬ 
chael Phair, co-ordinator with 


Edmonton on the Edge group. 

Concrete curbing, land¬ 
scaping and other work will 
be done to improve the park 
that volunteers say will add 
to downtown living. 

“It really is the basis for 
animating the alley ... you 
can then do some things that 
bring people in,” said Phair. 

Construction on the pock¬ 
et park has an approximate 
price tag of $250,000, with 
most of the work expected 
to be completed within six 
weeks.

For single mother Olia Jofre, 
losing all of her personal 
belongings and two pets to 
Monday’s blaze caused by 
an improperly disposed ciga¬ 
rette is beyond frustrating. 

“I had my beautiful home 
and now I am forced to live 
somewhere else. I don’t have 
any money for that and it’s 
all because someone was 
smoking,” she said. 

Jofre was one of the 400 
residents evacuated from the 
Park Place South Hamptons 
condo building at around 
1:30 a.m. Monday, with fire 
investigators concluding that 
$10 million in damage was 


caused by the fire. 

It’s believed the fire 
spread quickly through the 
attic of the condo complex at 
1520 Hammond Gate. 

Members of the Edmon¬ 
ton fire department say 
these types of fires are too 
common, and in the last 10 
years, there have been 700 
cigarette-related fires and 
over $50 million in damage. 

Edmonton Fire Chief 
Ken Block said Thursday 
that these types of fires are 
“totally preventable” and 
that people need to be made 
aware of the dangers of im¬ 
properly disposed cigarette 
butts. 

“It’s simply irrespon¬ 
sible. Smokers materials 
that aren’t extinguished in 
proper manners are caus¬ 
ing problems,” he said. “As a 
fire service, there isn’t much 
more we can do. This is about 
smokers recognizing the im¬ 
pact their actions can have, 
taking it seriously and mak¬ 
ing changes.”

Air Algerie flight crashes in Mali 
with five Canadians on board 


Flight 5017* Airplane 
travelling from Burkina 
Faso to Algiers vanishes 
amid ‘difficult weather 
conditions’ 


An Air Algerie jetliner carrying 
116 people — including five 
Canadians — crashed Thursday 
in a rainstorm over restive Mali, 
and its wreckage was found 
near the border of neighbour¬ 
ing Burkina Faso. It was the 
third major international avi¬ 
ation disaster in a week. 

The plane, owned by Span¬ 
ish company Swiftair and 
leased by Algeria’s flagship car¬ 
rier, disappeared from radar 
screens less than an hour after 
takeoff, en route from Burkina 
Faso’s capital of Ouagadougou 
to Algiers. 

French fighter jets, UN 
peacekeepers and others hunt¬ 



ed for signs of wreckage of the 
MD-83 plane in the remote re¬ 
gion, where separatist violence 
may hamper an eventual inves¬ 
tigation into what happened. 


The wreckage was found 
about 50 kilometres from the 
border of Burkina Faso near the 
village of Boulilcessi in Mali, a 
Burkina Faso presidential aide 


said. 

“We sent men with the 
agreement of the Mali govern¬ 
ment to the site and they found 
the wreckage of the plane with

the help of the inhabitants of 
the area,” said Gen. Gilbert Di- 
endere, a close aide to Burkina 
Faso President Blaise Compaore 
and head of the crisis commit¬ 
tee set up to investigate the 
flight. “They found human 
remains and the wreckage of 
the plane totally burnt and scat¬ 
tered,” he said. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper issued a statement say¬ 
ing he was saddened at news 
of the crash, and tweets from 
the account of Lynne Yelich, 
Canada’s minister of state for 
foreign affairs, said consular 
officials are ready to provide as¬ 
sistance. 

Radio-Canada reported 
Thursday that a woman from 


Sherbrooke, Que., was on 
board. The CBC’s French- 
language service said Isabelle 
Prevost’s family confirmed the 
35-year-old was a passenger. 

The network quoted her 
partner, who was not identi¬ 
fied in the report, as saying 
that their three children were 
meant to be travelling with her 
but that it was decided they 
should stay with him. 

Radio-Canada also quoted 
Burkina Faso native Mamadou 
Zoungrana, who works at the 
Papineau Hospital in Gatineau, 
Que., as saying that his wife 
and their two sons were on the 
flight. CBC reported they are 
not Canadian citizens.

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Vancouver. False killer 
whale calf passes major 
hurdle on road to recovery 



A critically ill false killer whale 
calf, rescued off a beach on the 
west coast of Vancouver Island, 
has overcome one of its most 
hfe-threatening challenges. 

Staff at the Vancouver 
Aquarium say the little creature 
is now nursing from a bottle as 
it receives around-the-clock 
care at the aquarium’s Marine 
Mammal Rescue Centre on Van¬ 
couver’s waterfront. 

The bottle was designed by 
University of British Columbia 
PhD student Amelia MacRae, 
who did research for her mas¬ 
ter’s degree with the aquarium, 
studying diet and feeding levels 


of marine mammals. 

Clint Wright, the aquar¬ 
ium’s senior vice-president, 
used his experience with cet¬ 
aceans to coax the male calf to 
nurse. The whale was estimat¬ 
ed at barely six weeks old when 
it was found near Toftno on July 
10, and still requires some feed¬ 
ing by tube. 

Veterinarians say the calf 
is also slowly building its 
strength, buoyancy and co-or¬ 
dination, but remains in a flo¬ 
tation sling in a shallow pool, 
with staff constantly walking it 
in circles through the water.

E-BOOKS CLASS ACTION 

To all persons in Canada who purchased E-Books from April 1. 2010 to September 22. 2014 

Notice of Certification/Authorization and Proposed Canadian Settlement 


THE LAWSUITS 

Class action lawsuits were commenced in Ontario, British Columbia and Quebec (“Actions”) against Ap¬ 
ple Inc. (“Apple”) and various publishers of E-Books (the “Publishers”, particularized below) alleging they 
conspired to fix, maintain, increase or control the price of E-Books sold by them in Canada, contrary to 
Part VI of the Competition Act, the common law and the Civil Code of Quebec (the “Alleged Conspiracy”). 
The Actions allege that, as a result of the Alleged Conspiracy, the price of E-Books sold in Canada from 
April 1,2010 to September 22, 2014 was artificially high, and seek, among other things, reimbursement 
of the alleged overcharges. The defendants deny those allegations, and the claims have not been proven 
in Court. 

THE PUBLISHERS 

The Publishers are Hachette Book Group Canada Ltd, Hachette Book Group Inc., HarperCollins Canada 
Limited, HarperCollins Publishers LLC, Macmillan Publishers, Inc., Penguin Group (USA) LLC (formerly 
Penguin Group (USA), INC.), Penguin Canada Books, Inc. and Simon & Schuster Canada, a division of 
CBS Canada Holdings Co. 

THE PROPOSED SETTLEMENT 

A settlement was reached with the Publishers (the “Settlement”). Settlement benefits include payment of 
$3,175,000 (the “Settlement Proceeds”) and cooperation in prosecuting the Actions against Apple. The 
Settlement must be approved by the Ontario and Quebec Courts (“Courts”) to be effective. 

CERTIFICATION / AUTHORIZATION 

For the purposes of implementing the Settlement, the Actions were certified/authorized as class actions 
by the Courts in relation only to the Publishers. This means that the determinations made in the Actions 
will automatically apply to all persons who purchased E-Books in Canada between April 1,2010 and Sep¬ 
tember 22, 2014, unless they take steps to exclude themselves from the Actions (see below under “Your 
Options”). Certification / authorization will be set aside if the Settlement is not approved by all the Courts. 

SETTLEMENT APPROVAL HEARINGS 

The requests to approve the Settlement will take place in hearings on October 6, 2014 at 10:00 
a.m. in Windsor, Ontario and October 14, 2014 at 9:30 a.m. in Montreal, Quebec. At 

the same time, the Class Lawyers may seek approval of their contingency agreements with the rep¬ 
resentative plaintiffs and of a fee percentage to be deducted from the Settlement Proceeds with other 
court-approved costs. 

THE SETTLEMENT AFFECTS YOUR RIGHTS 

Ifthe Settlement is approved, it will affect all persons in Canada who purchased E-Books from April 1,2010to 
September 22, 2014 except those who opt out of the Actions, the Defendants and certain related parties 
(“Settlement Class Members”). Under the Settlement, Settlement Class Members RELEASE the Pub¬ 
lishers and other related parties from claims regarding the purchase of E-Books in Canada from April 1, 
2010 to September 22, 2014, and commit to discontinue or dismiss other proceedings. 


WILL I RECEIVE ANY MONEY AT THIS TIME? 

The net Settlement Proceeds (after deduction of legal fees and expenses and any other amounts approved 
by the Courts) will be held in trust for the benefit of Settlement Class Members. No disbursement of money to 
Settlement Class Members is contemplated at this time. The manner in which the net Settlement Proceeds 
will be distributed will be determined by the Courts at a later date, in particular because the case is continuing 
against Apple and the Courts may be asked to permit their use in the continued prosecution of the Actions. If 
the Courts approve a distribution of the net Settlement Proceeds, another notice will be provided and posted 
online at www.Ebooksettlement.ca explaining who is eligible for direct payment and how those persons can 
apply to receive payment.

If you do not want to participate in the Actions, or participate in the Settlement, you 
must exclude yourself by completing and sending an Opt Out Form to the Class Lawyers by Septem¬ 
ber 22, 2014 (the “Opt Out Deadline”). Opt Out Forms are available at www.Ebooksettlement.ca or from 
the Class Lawyers. If you opt out, you will keep any right to bring your own lawsuit but will not receive the ben¬ 
efit of this or future settlements or any judgments in the Actions.

With deadly fighting raging 
next door in the Gaza Strip, 
southern Israeli towns along 
the border have turned into 
mini army bases as most resi¬ 
dents have fled. 

Those left behind say they 
are long inured to near-daily 
salvos of rocket fire from Gaza 
but newly discovered tunnels 
that have been dug by Islamic 
militants nearby have them 
spooked.

Nir Am, a kibbutz near Sderot. 

Earlier this week 10 Gaza 
militants dressed in Israeli 
army uniforms popped out of 
the ground less than a mile 


away. They killed four Israeli 
soldiers before an airstrilce 
killed them, preventing them 
from moving deeper into the 
country. 

Most of Nir Am’s 350 
residents had already been 
relocated to safer areas in 
central and northern Israel, 
as happened in two previous 
wars with Hamas militants in 
Gaza, kibbutz spokesman Ofer 
Liberman said.

A UN school in Gaza crowded 
with hundreds of Palestinians 
seeking refuge from fierce 
fighting came under fire Thurs¬ 
day, killing at least 15 civilians 
and leaving a sad tableau of 
blood-spattered pillows, blan¬ 
kets and children’s clothing 
scattered in the courtyard. 

Palestinian officials blamed 
Israel for the shelling, which 
wounded dozens and came 
on the deadliest day so far of 
the current round of fighting. 
However, the Israeli military 
said the school “was not a tar¬ 
get in any way” and raised the 
possibility the compound was 
hit by Hamas rockets. 

Ominously, meanwhile, 
violence spread to the West 


Bank, where thousands of Pal¬ 
estinians protesting the Gaza 
fighting clashed with Israeli 
soldiers late Thursday in Qa- 
landia, near the West Bank 
city of Ramallah. At least one 
Palestinian was killed and doz¬ 
ens were injured, a Palestinian 
doctor said. 

UN Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon angrily denounced 
the Gaza attack, saying the 
killing must “stop now.” But 
the frantic diplomatic efforts 
spanning the region were run¬ 
ning into a brick wall: Israel 
demands that Hamas stop 
firing rockets without condi¬ 
tions, while Gaza’s Islamic mil¬ 
itant rulers insist the seven- 
year Israeli-Egyptian blockade 
of the territory must end first. 

“Many have been killed, in¬ 
cluding women and children, 
as well as UN staff,” Ban said 
in a statement, though he did 
not elaborate and a later UN 
spokesperson made no men¬ 
tion of humanitarian workers 
being among the casualties.

Israel swears in 
new president 

Israel’s parliament has sworn 
in Reuven Rivlin as the coun¬ 
try's new president, replacing 
Nobel Peace laureate Shimon 
Peres whose term ends as 
Israel is fighting a war against

Rivlin’s swear-in cere¬ 
mony came amid a par¬ 
ticularly deadly day in the 
conflict, which erupted on 


July 8. So far, more than 750 
Palestinians have died in the 
war. On the Israeli side, 32 
soldiers, two civilians and a 
Thai worker have been killed. 

The Israeli presidency is 
a mostly ceremonial post, 
but having Peres at its helm 
for seven years helped the 
countiy’s image abroad.

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‘Preventing poverty’ 
unacceptable goal 
for charity: Feds 


Canada Revenue 
Agency. Oxfam Canada 
forced to change its 
mission statement 


The Canada Revenue Agency 
has told a well-known charity 
that it can no longer tiy to pre¬ 
vent poverty around the world, 
it can only alleviate poverty 
— because preventing poverty 
might benefit people who are 
not already poor. 

The bizarre bureaucratic 
brawl over a mission statement 
is yet more evidence of deteri¬ 
orating relations between the 
Harper government and some 
parts of Canada’s charitable 
sector. 

The lexical scuffle began 
when Oxfam Canada filed pa¬ 
pers with Industry Canada to 
renew its non-profit status, as 
required by Oct. 17 this year 


under a law passed in 2011. 

Ottawa-based Oxfam in¬ 
itially submitted wording that 
its purpose as a charity is “to 
prevent and relieve poverty, 
vulnerability and suffering by 
improving the conditions of 
individuals whose lives, liveli¬ 
hood, security or well-being are 
at risk.” 

The international develop¬ 
ment group, founded in 1963, 
spends about $32 million each 
year on humanitarian relief 
and aid in Africa, Asia and Cen¬ 
tral and South America, with a 
special emphasis on women’s 
rights. 

But the submission to In- 
dustiy Canada also needed the 
approval of the charities direc¬ 
torate of the Canada Revenue 
Agency, and that’s where the 
trouble began. 

Agency officials informed 
Oxfam that “preventing pov¬ 
erty” was not an acceptable 
goal. 


“Relieving poverty is charit¬ 
able, but preventing it is not,” 
the group was warned. “Pre¬ 
venting poverty could mean 
providing for a class of benefici¬ 
aries that are not poor.” 

Oxfam Canada’s executive 
director called the exchange an 
“absurd conversation.” 

“Their interpretation was 
that preventing poverty may or 
may not involve poor people,” 
Robert Fox said in an interview 
with The Canadian Press. 

The Canada Revenue 
Agency prevailed, and the offi¬ 
cial declaration to Industry Can¬ 
ada about the purposes of the 
non-profit corporation dropped 
any reference to preventing 
poverty. 

“Our mission statement still 
indicates we’re committed to 
ending poverty, but our charit¬ 
able (purposes) do not use the 
word ‘end’ or ‘prevent’ — they 
use the word ‘alleviate.’”

10 years for man 
planning to join 
terror group 

The first Canadian 
convicted under a law 
criminalizing attempts to 
join a terrorist group was 
handed the maximum sen¬ 
tence of 10 years in prison 
on Thursday, in a case his 
lawyer had argued was one 
of entrapment. 

An Ontario Superior 
Court juiy had convicted 
Mohamed Hassan Hersi 
in May on charges of at¬ 
tempting to participate in 
the activities of a terrorist 
group and providing coun¬ 
sel to a person to partici¬ 
pate in terrorist activity. 

In court in Brampton, 
Ont., Justice Deena Baltman 
sentenced Hersi, 28, of 
Toronto, a one-time security 
guard, to maximum and 
consecutive five-year terms 
for each count, saying he 
was about to become a “ter¬ 
ror tourist.” 

Hersi had argued he was 
the victim of abuse of pro¬ 
cess, including entrapment, 
but Baltman dismissed the 
objection.

A self-abusing woman who 
racked up 17 assault charges 
for attacks on guards and 
medical staff at Saskatoon’s 
Regional Psychiatric Centre 
won’t be declared a danger¬ 
ous offender. 

Judge Sheila Whalen sen¬ 
tenced Marlene Carter to six 
years in custody on Thursday, 
crediting her with four years 
already served in remand. 

Officials with the Eliza¬ 
beth Fiy Society, a prisoner 
advocacy group, say Carter 
is severely mentally ill and 


needs to be moved to a more 
appropriate facility. 

They say there are par¬ 
allels to the case of Ashley 
Smith, the emotionally dis¬ 
turbed teenager who choked 
herself to death at a prison 
in Kingston, Ont., while her 
guards followed an order to 
stay out of her cell while she 
was still breathing. 

Court was told that Cart¬ 
er, 43, spends 23 hours a 
day in solitaiy confinement 
strapped to a bed at the RPC. 

Guards observed Carter 


bang her head repeatedly 
against the walls of her cell, 
sometimes up to 150 times in 
just a couple of minutes. 

The charges against her 
were for incidents such as 


beating an officer with hand¬ 
cuffs, throwing hot water at 
a nurse and uttering threats 
during altercations with 
guards, nurses and doctors at 
RPC. 


Defence lawyer James 
Scott said his client needs to 
be moved somewhere such as 
the St. Lawrence Valley Cor¬ 
rectional and Treatment Cen¬ 
tre in Brockville, Ont. 

“It’s out of my hands at 
this point,” he said outside 
court Thursday. “It will be 
up to Correctional Services 
of Canada. Myself and others 
will be monitoring the situa¬ 
tion to make sure she gets the 
treatment she needs.”

Thailand’s railway authority 
said on Thursday it will re¬ 
launch women- and children- 
only carriages in main routes 
nationwide after a 13-year- 
old girl was raped and killed 
in her berth on an overnight 
train earlier this month. 


Australian Prime Minister 
Tony Abbott, who says he 
fears some remains will never 
be recovered unless security 
is tightened, has proposed a 
multinational force mounted 
by countries such as Aus¬ 
tralia, the Netherlands and 
Malaysia that lost citizens 
in the disaster. Abbott said 
Thursday he had dispatched

Meriam Ibrahim was

Pope Francis met privately 
Thursday with a Sudanese 
woman who refused to re¬ 
cant her Christian faith 
in the face of a death sen¬ 
tence, blessing the woman 
as she cradled her infant 
daughter born just weeks 
ago in prison. 

The Vatican character¬ 
ized the visit with Meriam 
Ibrahim, 27, her husband 
and their two small chil¬ 
dren as “very affectionate.” 

The 30-minute encoun¬ 
ter took place just hours 
after the family landed at 
Rome’s Ciampino airport, 
accompanied by an Italian 
diplomat who helped nego¬ 
tiate her release, and wel¬ 
comed by Italy’s premier, 
who hailed it as a “day of 
celebration.” 

Vatican spokesman Rev. 
Federico Lombardi said the 
Pope “thanked her for her 
faith and courage, and she 
thanked him for his prayer 
and solidarity.” Francis fre¬ 
quently calls attention to 
the suffering of those per¬ 
secuted for their religious 
beliefs. 

Lombardi said the pres¬ 
ence of “their wonderful 
small children” added to 
the affectionate tone of the 
meeting. Video footage re¬ 
leased by the Vatican shows 
the Pope giving the family 
papal medals and rosaries. 

Ibrahim, whose father 


was Muslim but whose 
mother was an Orthodox 
Christian from Ethiopia, 
was sentenced to death 
over charges of apostasy. 
She married Daniel Wani, 


a Christian from southern 
Sudan, in a church cere¬ 
mony in 2011. As in many 
Muslim nations, Muslim 
women in Sudan are pro¬ 
hibited from marrying 


non-Muslims, though Mus¬ 
lim men can marry outside 
their faith. 

The sentence, issued in 
May, was condemned by the 
United States, the United 
Nations and Amnesty Inter¬ 
national, among others, 
and both the United States 
and Italy — a strong death 
penalty opponent with long 
ties to the Horn of Africa re¬ 
gion — worked to win her 
release. 
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Two-hour execution rekindles 
death penalty debate in U.S. 


Arizona. Joseph Rudolph

A transcript of an emergency 
court hearing reveals that 
Arizona officials assured a 
judge during the nearly two- 
hour execution of a U.S. in¬ 
mate that he was comatose 
and not feeling pain at any 
point. 

Joseph Rudolph Wood 
gasped for about 90 minutes 
during his execution on Wed¬ 
nesday. The process took so 
long that his lawyers had 
time to file an emergency ap¬ 
peal while it continued. 

“He has been gasping and 
snorting for more than an 
hour,” Wood’s lawyers wrote, 
demanding that the courts 
stop the execution. “He is 
still alive.” 

The emergency hearing 
included a defence lawyer, an

attorney for the state and a 
judge. They discussed Wood’s 
brain activity and heart rate, 
questioned if he was feeling 
any pain and talked about 
whether it would do any 
good to stop the execution 
while it was so far along. 

“In talking with the dir¬ 
ector, who has been in con¬ 
sultation with the IV team 
leader, there has been no ap¬ 
pearance of any pain,” a law¬ 
yer for the state said during 
the hearing. 

Arizona Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Tom Horne’s office said 
Wood, 55, was pronounced 


dead at 3:49 p.m., one hour 
and 57 minutes after the exe¬ 
cution started. 

The third botched execu¬ 
tion in six months in the U.S. 
has rekindled the national 
debate over the death penal¬ 
ty and given potentially new 
evidence to those building a 
case against lethal injection 
as cruel and unusual punish¬ 
ment. 

An Associated Press re¬ 
porter who witnessed the 
execution saw Wood started 
gasping shortly after a seda¬ 
tive and a painkiller were 
injected into his veins. He 
gasped more than 600 times 
over the next hour and a 
half. During the gasps, his 
jaw dropped and his chest ex¬ 
panded and contracted. 

An administrator checked 
on Wood a half dozen times. 
His breathing slowed as a 
deacon said a prayer while 
holding a rosary. Wood final¬ 
ly stopped breathing and was 
pronounced dead 12 minutes 
later. the associated press

An internal in¬ 
vestigation by the hospital 
concluded that the women 
had been given high doses 
of heparin, which is used 
to prevent blood clots, al¬ 
though it wasn’t medically 
necessary. 
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A U.S. man who killed an un¬ 
armed young woman on his 
porch immediately suggested 
to police it was an accident 
and that he didn’t know his 
shotgun was loaded, accord¬ 
ing to recorded remarks 
played in court Thursday. 

Theodore Wafer, 55, is 
charged with second-degree 
murder in the death of 


19-year-old Renisha McBride, 
who appeared on his porch a 
few hours after crashing her 
car nearby in Detroit, Mich., 
Nov. 2. 

Wafer’s lawyers say he 
shot McBride in self-defence. 
Prosecutors say he should 
have called police if he feared 
for his safety.

expect them to disappear. 
“There’s obviously a niche to 
any item.” But there’s a serious 
spirit emerging in new pre¬ 
mium vodkas that mirrors the 
food world emphasis on fresh, 
local and seasonal products. 

Take Reylca, a new vodka 
from Iceland that in addition to 
being made with glacier water, 
is filtered over Icelandic lava 
rocks. 

The result is a spirit with 


“a beautiful mouth feel that 
shows beautifully in simple 
drinks. It can be drunk almost 
naked, if you will,” says Char¬ 
lotte Voisey, well-known mixol¬ 
ogist and global ambassador for 
William Grant & Sons, the dis- 
tillery that makes Reylca. (Other 
popular Grant brands include 
Hendrick’s gin and Tullamore 
Dew Irish whiskey.) 

Water is a key part of mak¬ 
ing vodka since the point is to 
produce a pure spirit, says Lean-

Japan must 
reinforce its future 
buildings: Report 

A U.S. science advisoiy 
report suggests Japan must 
better plan for natural 
disasters such as those 
that caused the Fukushima 
nuclear accident. 

A National Academy of 
Sciences report says the 
countiy’s nuclear industry 
must focus on developing 
plans to premptively 
avert worst-case scenarios 
caused by disasters such 
as earthquakes, floods, 
solar storms and tsunamis. 
These kinds of conditions 
have in the past triggered 
some of the world’s major 
nuclear accidents. 

The report says the 
2011 Fukushima plant ac¬ 
cident, caused by an earth¬ 
quake and tsunami, should 
not have been a surprise as 
it wasn’t built to withstand 
quakes or floods. The re¬ 
port further notes another 
Japanese nuclear plant 
that was also hit by the 
tsunami, however it didn’t 
sustain the same degree 
of damage because unlike 
the Fukushima plant, both 
disasters were considered 
when it was built.

Birth controlled 


French morning- 
after pill works for 
all women: Study 

A commonly used morning- 
after pill is suitable for 
use by women weighing 
more than 80 kilograms, 
the European Medicines 
Agency said Thursday fol¬ 
lowing a review. 

In a statement on Thurs¬ 
day, the EMA said it had 
assessed all the available 
evidence and announced 
the data “are too limited 
and not robust enough to 
conclude with certainty” 
that the pilFs efficacy is 
reduced in heavier women. 

Last November, HRA 
Pharma changed the labels 
on its Norlevo pill follow¬ 
ing a study on levonor- 
gestrel, one of the drug’s 
active ingredients. 

The morning-after pill 
contains a higher dose of 
the hormone in regular 
birth control pills. Tak¬ 
ing it within 72 hours of 
sexual intercourse can cut 
the chances of pregnancy 
by up to 89 per cent, but it 
works best within the first 
24 hours. If a woman is 
already pregnant, the pill, 
which prevents ovulation, 
has no effect.

Willem Dafoe recounts 
working with Philip 
Seymour Hoffman on

Willem Dafoe and Philip Sey¬ 
mour Hoffman finally shared 
the screen in the tense political 
thriller A Most Wanted Man, 
a collaboration between two 
celebrated actors made heavier 
in gravitas given that it was the 
final performance of Hoffman’s 
career. 

Combined, the pair ac¬ 
cumulated one Oscar win and 
another five nominations. The 
two actors — mutually gifted 
with a screen-gripping inten¬ 
sity and a pliable talent that 
could fit a panoramic variety 
of roles — had over the years 
visited one another’s stage per¬ 
formances and clearly shared 
a reciprocal admiration before 
Hoffman’s death of a drug over¬ 
dose in February. 

But as Dafoe does the pro¬ 
motional rounds for A Most 
Wanted Man, which opens 
in Canada today, he acknow¬ 
ledged some discomfort in 
answering questions about his 
late co-star. 


“I don’t know what to say... 
it’s an enormous tragedy that 
he died,” said the thoughtful 
Dafoe in a recent telephone 
interview. 

“I didn’t know him person¬ 
ally that much, although we 
knew each other’s work. 

“It’s a tragedy. I can’t think 
of someone that’s going to fill 
his shoes. He was veiy particu¬ 
lar and an actor I admired.” 

Adapted from a John le 
Carre novel, the twisty A Most 
Wanted Man casts Hoffman as 
the bedraggled head of a secret 
anti-terrorism team in Ham¬ 
burg, the city where the 9-11 
attacks were planned. 

Soon, a young immigrant 
named Issa Karpov (Grigoriy 
Dobiygin) materializes in 
tenuous condition, his body 
wracked by torture. As it turns 
out, Issa has claims to a massive 
inheritance, but can’t access it

Dafoe's interest in A Most 
Wanted Man was largely 
stoked by the presence of dir¬ 
ector Anton Corbijn, the Dutch 
auteur who began in photog¬ 
raphy, veered through music- 
video direction and finally 
into feature films. Dafoe knew 
Corbijn already for his work as 


because authorities have classi¬ 
fied him as an escaped military 
jihadist. Rachel McAdams plays 
a hungry young human-rights 
lawyer who takes up his cause, 
while Dafoe is the shifty head 
of the bank holding his funds.

SHOP SMART 

Buy meat at the end of your shopping trip. 
Store meat in separate bags and bring a 
cooler with ice for longer trips. Keep coolers 
out of direct sunlight and their contents at 
4 C or lower. Bacteria can grow above this 
temperature and ruin food in as little as one 
hour. 

AVOID CROSS-CONTAMINATION 

Keep raw meat away from other foods, in¬ 
cluding vegetables like lettuce and tomatoes. 


Use separate utensils, cutting boards, dishes 
and other cooking equipment when handling 
raw and cooked meats.

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Horse power flattens 
Eskimos Calgary 4-0 
to begin season, Bo 
Levi Mitchell now 7-0 
as a starting QB 


Rene Paredes nailed four 
field goals as the Calgaiy 
Stampeders became the sole 
remaining undefeated team 
in the Canadian Football 
League with a 26-22 victoiy 
over the Edmonton Eskimos 
on Thursday. 

The Stampeders improved 
to 4-0 on the season while 
quarterback Bo Levi Mitch¬ 
ell improved to 7-0 as a CFL 
starter, tying former Stam- 
peder Jeff Garcia’s league re¬ 
cord for best start. 

The Eskimos dropped to 
4-1 on the year, missing out 
on a chance to surpass the 
total number of wins they 
had in a disappointing 4-14 
campaign in 2013. 

Edmonton’s defence was 
forced to come up big early 
as Eskimos’ punt returner 
Jamal Miles coughed up the 
ball just over a minute into 
the game on his own 27-yard 
line. That was as close as 
Calgary got, however, as the 
Stampeders were held to a 
36-yard Paredes field goal. 

The Eskimos came right 
back on their next possession 
with a 31-yard Grant Shaw 
field goal to tie it 3-3. 

Calgaiy came up with an¬ 
other big special teams play 
with six minutes remaining 
in the first quarter as Keenan 
MacDougall blocked a Shaw 
punt deep in the Edmonton 


zone and was able to pick it 
up and ramble the remaining 
six yards into the end zone to 
put the Stampeders up 10-3. 

Pat White replaced Mike 
Reilly at quarterback to start 
the second quarter and in¬ 
stantly drew a pass interfer¬ 
ence call on an end-zone pass.

Stro sniffs no-no vs. Sox 


MLB. Rookie right¬ 
hander twirls another 
gem as Blue Jays take 
series finale vs. Boston 


Toronto Blue Jays manager 
John Gibbons couldn’t help 
but worry just a little. Marcus 
Stroman had a no-hitter alive 
through six innings, but the 
prized 23-year-old prospect was 
up to 91 pitches in a game the 
Blue Jays were well on their 
way to winning. 

Stroman’s third pitch of 
the seventh inning and 94th of 
Thursday afternoon hit Shane 
Victorino’s bat and landed in 
centre field for a bloop single. 
The sellout crowd of 46,683 ap¬ 
plauded, while Gibbons could 
take a deep breath knowing he 
wouldn’t have to make the im¬ 
possible decision on whether or 
not to keep the young pitcher 
in the game. 

Stroman ended up throwing 
seven innings of one-hit ball in 
an 8-0 victoiy over the Red Sox.

“I can’t say that I’m glad he 
gave up a hit,” Gibbons said, 
trailing off.

I don’t know 
if relieved is the word, but it 
didn’t hurt. Sony, Stro.” 

Stroman allowed just one 


hit over seven innings to give 
the Blue Jays (54-49) not only an 
important win, but optimism 
about the future. 

He improved to 6-2 with a 
3.21 eamed-run average, ad¬ 
mittedly surpassing his own 
expectations in his rookie year. 

“It’s definitely been a ride so 
far,” Stroman said. “But I’m not

Canadian Open. Petrovic, 
Putnam take lead after 
first round in Montreal 


Michael Putnam and Tim 
Petrovic mastered the after¬ 
noon winds to shoot six- 
under-par 64s and take a 
share of the first-round lead 
at the $5.7 million RBC Can¬ 
adian Open on Thursday. 

But the surprise of the 
day was big-hitting amateur 
Taylor Pendrith of Richmond 
Hill, Ont., who shot five- 
under 65 for a share of third 
place with Kyle Stanley. 

Putnam and Petrovic 
played bogey-free golf at 
the 7,153-yard par-70 Blue 
Course at Royal Montreal on 
a near perfect day for scoring, 
with sunny weather and soft 
greens from heavy rains the 
previous day. 

A gust wind came in for 
those with afternoon starts, 
but it didn’t stop Putnam or 
Petrovic from shooting the 
low scores, which set the 
course record for an opening 
round. 

“ft was tough ball-striking, 
but somehow I was able to 
keep it in the fairway and 
take advantage of the soft 
greens to hit a couple of shots 
close and make a couple of 
five-to-ten-foot putts,” said 
Putnam, who has been play¬ 


ing his best golf of the season 
of late with top-35 finishes in 
his last three outings. 

The 47-year-old Petrovic 
didn’t know he would play 
until he got a call on Tuesday 
saying he was in as the sev¬ 
enth alternate. The former 
PGA Tour regular, playing 
only his eighth Tour event 
this season, didn’t even have 
his name on the program. 

There was no rust in his 
game, however. 

“I didn’t set my expecta¬ 
tions high because I got in 
late, so this was kind of my 
practice round,” said Petro¬ 
vic. “I walked the back nine 
(Wednesday). 

“It wasn’t that I played 
conservative. I was just tiying 
to hit fairways and greens, 
tiying to see the golf course 
and see if I could make a few 
putts.

Andy Bergmann, respon¬ 
sible for overseeing the Bon 
Jovi group’s stadium plans, con¬ 
firmed Thursday in an email 
to the AP that his company 
has conducted stadium stud¬ 
ies, “but nothing related to any 
specific site.” 


“We have undertaken en¬ 
gineering and design studies,” 
wrote Bergmann, co-founder 
of Toronto-based Wessex Cap¬ 
ital Partners, a growth equity 
investment firm that special¬ 
izes in architecture, design and 
engineering services. “All of our 
work has been about a generic 
site and whether it was more 
rural or urban. We are aware 
of potential sites in the west¬ 
ern NY and southern Ontario 
region.”
